"Preliminary facts given me 


show the meUiods of management 
employed and the alertness and 
loyalty of the personnel prevented 
what might have been a, very ser- 
ious situation", he said last night 
at Springfield. 


T. P. Sullivan, director of the 


state department of public safety, 
arrived here last night to assist 
in the investigation and praised 
Warden Joseph E. Ragen for his 
success in preventing the escape. 


"This again proves the efficiency 


of "Warden Ragen and prison offi- 
cials", Sullivan said. "The whole 
affair occurred within the space 
of 10 minutes and the fact that 
it was so short-lived proves that 
every precaution had been taken 
at Stateville to see that desperate 
criminals do not break out".

The German army, long synony-

The 
Nazi party, which clearly controls 
the army, advises German soldiers 
or home guards to shoot anyone 
who contemplates surrender—even 
if it be a soldier's superior officer. 


The announcement of this sur-

•will to resist is the only thing we 
have left against the material su- 
periority of our enemy until the 
new weapons are ready for the 
front."

loosening of discipline can only be

cially the older and less ardently 
Nazi. 


Obviously there must be wide 


spread disloyalty or war-wear! 
ness among German troops and of 
ficers to require such a desperate 
remedy. And while there is dan 
ger of building lip too much hop 
on this premise, it would appen 
from this that "fanatic,resistance' 
is being despaired of, and that "tli 
new weapons'1 arc truly the Nazis 
last hope.
